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Gaylord Bus Crash Among 


Worst Im North’s History 


Toll Counts 5 Dead, 
20 Injured Im Collision 


A side swiping collision in the 
midst of a screaming blizzard be- 
tween a southbound Greyhound 
bus and a northbound chartered 
bus of the Copper Range Bus 
Company on US-27 about seven 
miles north of Gaylord last Satur- 
day morning has been termed “the 
worst highway accident in Otsego 
County's history” and could well 
be among the worst in the traffic 
history of the north. 

The toll was five dead, 20 in- 
ured” eleven very seriously. 
Shortly after the crash which oc- 
curred about 10:15 Saturday 
morning, all Grayling doctors and 
the Grayling Mercy Hospital were 
alerted to handle the incoming vic- 
tims of the collision. 

The two busses, one a south- 
bound Greyhound passenger vehi- 
cle and the other, a chartered bus 
returning 21 members of the Mich- 
igan Tech hockey team from East 
sansing to” Houghton: “sideswiped 
on a sweeping ‘“S” curve at the 
foot of a viaduct that carries the 
highway over a railroad line. 

investigating officers said both 
bus drivers were apparently blind- 
ed by the gale-driven snow. 

The metal plating on the left 
side of both vehicles was ripped 
off by the impact.
